However our apple 
brandies are bottled at 100 
proof and the French are 
under 90 proof. 

Doughnuts are described 
as a small cake, deep fried 
or baked and leavened with 
yeast or baking powder. The 
doughnut as ive know it is 
ring shaped with a hole in 
the center. Crullers a.nd 
fried cakes are closely re¬ 
lated to doughniuts. Both 
are made of the same kind 
of dough and are deep fried. 

Cruollers are shaped in a 
twist instead of round. In 
some parts of the country leave 
the term “fried cake.s” is Franc 
used for doughnuts, cruel- 
lers and solid cakes, and 
filled fried cakes are refer¬ 
red to as “doughnuts” (jolly 
doughniuts). 

Fried cakes are not diffi¬ 
cult to make as they are 
really breads cooked in a 
pan on top of the stove. This Forty Yeors Ago:

tion in the early days when 
oven cooking was not easy. 

The origination of the 
doughnut hole has cau.sed 
some considerable s,pecula¬ 
tion. Some historians have 
traced the doughnut ances¬ 
try back to a tribe of pre¬ 
historic American Indians in 
the Southwest. Petrif i e d 
fried cakes have been found 
complete with holes. It is 
believed that the Dutch set- 
lers made a cake with a nut 
or raisin in the center in¬ 
stead of a hole. ’The fir.'»t 
true “dough nuts” were 
made in New England. 

These were made with 
yeast, they were round and 
a little larger than a wal- 
■nut.

Housewives Must 
Pay The Taxes 

Housewiv es who pay 
someone $50 or more for 
household services during 
any tlirce-month calen,dar 
quarter must report these 
payments and pay Social 
Security taxes due to the 
Internal Revenue Service. F. 
S. Schmidt, Di.strict Director 
for Southern California said 
the quarterly report for July, 
August aird September is 
due October 31. 

The Social Socjurity tax on 
household wages is 4.8 per 
cent for the employer and 
4,8 per cent for employee. 
When the quarterly report 
i.s filed, a check or money 
order representing 9.6 per 
cent of the cash wages re¬ 
ported for the period should 
be included with tlie return. 

Form 942, Employer’s 
Quarterly Tax Return for 
Hou.sehold Employees, is 
used to report the Social Se¬ 
curity taxes due. After the 
first one is filed, a copy of 
Form 942 is mailed to every 
employer in time for the 
next quarterly report. 

Mr. Schmidt said that 
anyone who hires a maid, 
cleaning woman, cook, gov¬ 
erness, housekeeper, care¬ 
taker, gardner or chauffeur 
will be liable for Social Se¬ 
curity taxes, if cash wages 
of $M a quarter are paid to 
one employee. Money given 
to employees for carfar* is 
to be counted in total wages 
paid. However, the value of 
meals is not included'. 

Failure to ,pay Social Se¬ 
curity taxes can delay pay¬ 
ment an'd decrease the 
amount of a maid’s benefits 
when she becomes 65, Mr. 
Schmidt said. 

Often when maids or oth¬ 
er household employees ap¬ 
ply for benefits, it domes 
to light that all Social Se¬ 
curity taxes have not been 
paid. IRS then has to se¬ 
cure delinquent returns, 
Forms 942, from the employ¬ 
er, sometimes covering sev¬ 
eral years with a substan¬ 
tial amount of taxes and 
penalties d'ue. 

No taxes are due on 
amounts paid to persons 
who are independent con¬ 
tractors and not household 
em,pIoyees. Mr. Schmidt said 
this exempts payments to 
painters, plumbers, repair¬ 
men, carpenters and others 
who provide household ser¬ 
vices as independent con¬ 
tractors. 

You can obtain the tax 
form you need'—942—from 
your Internal Revon.ue Dis¬ 
trict Office. 'The instructions 
are printed right on the 
form including tables show¬ 
ing how much Social Secur¬ 
ity tax you should be with¬ 
holding.

The most sensitive part of the American is still his 
pocketbook. So reports the Congressional Quarterly 
which questioned senators and representatives about the 
issues most bothering their constituents. 

What’s happening to the dollar through inflation, 
military spending, tax reform and interest rates is the 
runaway No. 1 concern. It far outstrips Vietnam, the No. 
2 worry. 

Li^Sislators reported that almost every subject men¬ 
tioned by the voters had its base in the pocketbook. One 
senator called it “interrelationships between inflation, high 
taxes, riots and disturbances, military spending and 
Vietnam.” 

And another said he had never seen greater concern 
over any subject in his pubUc life than he found in the 
cost of living and related dollar issues. As Sen George 
D. Aiken of Vermont put it: “The cost of everything . . 

Some Congressmen reported the attitudes in their 
districts toward Vietnam had undergone change from 
strong “hawk” to mild “hawk” because of the war’s cost 

Money has always talked. But the dollar’s voice these 
days seems louder than ever.
